Over two hundred 
of these minute worlds—probably varying 
from ten to three hundred miles in diame- 
ter—are now known, and, as everybody is 
well aware, the number is being rapidly in- 
creased. 


—Meteorological observations have now 


become so extended that evidence is rapid- 
ly accumulating to enable us to determine 
positively the source of the cold aerial 
waves which swoop across our country 
during tho winter season. I'he indications 
are that we owe them to the ereat area of 
high barometer in north-eastern Siberia, 
wbere the pressure sometimes exceeds 31.50 
inches, and the temperature falls as low as 
70 degrees below zero. The pole of great- 
est cold is in the neighborhood of Yokutsk, 
on the Lena, where the average thcrmom- 
etric reading in January is 41 degrees below 
zero, and where the severest cold exceeds 
by 10 degrees that experienced in high 
arctic regions. This is also the region of 
the highest barometric pressure known in 
winter; and from it, doubtless, proceed the 
waves of intense cold which play so large a 
part in our winter experinces. 


—Abbs Moigne regrets the selection as 


the unit of metric measurement of the ten- 
millionth of a ineridiual quadrant, as the 
ineridans vary In length and the unit must 
be an uncertain standard. As a better 
standard he proposes the cubit of the great 
Pyramid, which represents the ten-millionth 
of the earth's polar axis. Sir John Her- 
schel made this same suggestion 
nearly 


thirty years ago.

Yet Mr. Garfield made his 


mother a sharer In the glory of this recep- 
tion, for each caller who shook bands with 
him, was presented to her as she stood in 
tho centre of bis parlor, with her aged face 
radiant with happiness. Eis struggles was 
hers, and we doubted not, as we saw the 
two standing together, leceiving the hearty 
congratulations of his admirers, that he was 
as proud of her as she of him.

Lenapo Hall, Doyleatown, yesterday. " 
' Soon after eleven o'clockA. M. the con- 
vention was called to order by Henry A, 
Lloyd, chairman ol the standing committee, 
and a permanent organization effected by 
the election of Joseph Barnsley.of Warmin- 
stcr, as president. The following gentlemen 
were chosen as vice presidents: Henry A. 
Lloyd, James G. Ideu, Joseph E. Taylo:, 
Isaac Van Horn, George W. Cunningham, 
William McCoy, Levi Beihn, William G. 
Justice. 
As secretaries, Alfred Paschali, of 


the Intelligencer', Moritz Loeb, of the 
Alorgenstern', John S. Ely, of tbe Lang- 
home Jleucon, E. Wesley Keeler and Jesse 
H. Knight, 
were chosen. The delegates 


from Montgomery comity were invited to 
seats. B. F, Gilkeson nominated Caleb 
N. Taylor, of Bristol, for delegate to Chi- 
cago. Mitchell Watson then nominated 
Thos. Eastburn of Langhorno, and Robert 
M. Yardley nominated Algernon S. Cad- 
walader. 
The nominations were closed 


and resolutions submitted, which, being 
referred to tho usual committee, came up 
for after-consideration. Stephen Twining, 
of Lower Makefield, moved that the candi- 
dates In the order named be requested to 
state their views in respect to the Presiden- 
tial aspirant*. Caleb N. Taylor made a 
vigorous address, stating ho waa for James 
CS. JQlulno iiret aud ELibu B. Waohbuino 
next, lie did not want to have his hands 
tied, hut would obey instructions. At the 
same time he would refuse to be instructed 
by the Ilarrisburg clique, and if the State 
Convention should undertake to send any 
other man ho should contest his seat. lie 
had been honored by Bucks county for 
about fifty years and could not hope to re- 
pay the obligations loaded on to him. 
Messrs. Eastburn and Cadwalader declared 
emphatically for Blaine, so long as a 
chance of his nomination remained. The 
latter gentleman agreed with Mr. Taylor 
that Uarrlsbuig dictation should not be 
heeded. On motion the Chaii appointed 
as a committee of seven on resolutions, 
Messrs. B. ,F. 
Gilkeson, Samuel Davis, 


Thomas C. Knowles, George Cunningham 
Henry C. Michoncr, Moses H. Rice and 
Herman L. Sluitt. A recess was taken till 
2 P. M. On reconvening the first ballot 
stood : Taylor, 14; Eastburn, 11; Cadwal- 
ader, 4. Tbe secod ballot was: Taylor, 18; 
Eastburn, 11; and Caleb N. Tayloi was 
declared the choice of the convention for 
delegate to Chicago. The following resolu- 
tions reported by the coinmitlee were then 
adopted: 


Resolved, That the delegates from this 


county to the next State Conventien bo in- 
structed to use their best efforts and influ- 
ence in favor of some airangcment whereby 
the delegates to future National Conven- 
tions from this State shall be chosen separ- 
ately by each Congressional district. 


Resolved, TJiat it is tlio sense of this 


convention that the State Convention have 
no powor to instruct delegates to vote as a 
unitortogive them nny instructions, ex- 
cept as to delegates at large. 


Ilesolved, That James G. Blaine is the 


preference of this convention for the nomi- 
nation for President by tho Republican 
National Convention.

Hale Jenkins, of Nonistown, addressed the 
convention, by invitation, and stated that 
Montgomery county had not yet selected 
her delegate. This came up on a question 
of the indorsement of the Bucks county 
nominee by the confeiecs of Montgomery.

mendicancy. 
And, though 


mucla earnest thought has been giveu to 
the subject, the question is still open as to 
its relative amount of good and evil; if, on 
the one hand, it encourages pauperism, 
that may be counterbalanced by the amount 
of misery and destitution it alleviates. We 
leave the question where we found it; per- 
haps the following simple statement of 
facts may aid its solution : 


A few days ago one of the School Direc- 


tors was attracted to the physical condition 
of a little girl; her interest in the child led 
to some investigation, and these develop- 
ments ate the result: As a member of the 
Society, as well as cue of the clothing Com- 
mittee, I ascertained to which district the 
case belonged, made the representation to 
ono of its ladies, and at her solicitation, ac- 
companied her to the place. Knocking, the 
door was opened by a mau, a German 
past middle age, to whom we made the 
usuel Inquiry; after a moment's hesitation 
he admitted us with these words, "Come 
and sec." 
Would that I had the graphic 


pen of a Sue or a Dickens to tell you what 
we saw. A little dark dingy room, ten by 
twelve in size, lighted by one window, a 
table in one corner, two broken chairs, with- 
out backs, u low Btool, and a cooltiug stove— 
so much for the inanimate ; seated on one 
of these broken chairs, by the side of the 
stove, was a man 22 years of age, the upper 
part of the body fully developed, large, 
black, glittering, restless eyes, hair and 
beard of tho same color, and regular fea- 
tures ; ho had sat their IS years, for his 
limbs were shrunken as those of a skeleton; 
could only shuflle, clinging to tbe wall with 
the aid of his mother; though his father told 
us he could hear, yet he did not speak, but 
seemed imbecile. On the other chair, sat a 
full grown lad of 17, an 'idiot, wbo could 
uot walk, scarcely feed himself. 
Crouch- 


ing on the low stool, was a girl of 14, whose 
convulsive movements and unceasing grin, 
haunted me for hours. 
I have understood, 


that, until the last two yeais, she was a 
bright girl in the primary school; but vio- 
lent convulsions and St. Yitus dance have 
reduced her to her present terrible condi- 
tion. She moves icutid the house, sciubs, 
&c., &c., but, as she is liable to fits at any 
time, she cannot be trusted out of the 
houso, or where there is file. The mother 
never goes out, even on an errand ; she can- 
not leava these afflicted ones. 
With all 


this utter destitution, there was not a mur- 
mur, not a request; only patient endurance, 
a quivering lip, and moistened eyes. 


Could a heart that was human, fail lo bo 


moved, or a conscience that was not seared, 
help being overwhelmed with a sense of in- 
gratitude at the innumerable blessings con- 
tinually bestowed, too often thanklessly re- 
ceived, almost unacknowledged. 


We cannot restore the shrivelled limbs, 


the obliterated or benumbed faculties. 
Only the creative power can rc-cieate. He 
will do that heicalter; but whether as com- 
munity or society, let us alleviate in every 
way this distressed family; not only food 
and raiment, there are many things besides. 
I would suggest comfortable seats for these 
two imbecile cripples; even if their senses 
are so beclouded, can we not in some way 
ad'ord one ray of pleasure ? A bright pic- 
ture, or even a toy, a childish amusement 
or occupation ? stringing of beads or but- 
tons, spinning a top or tee totum, anything 
but idle stony vacuity—a living death, sit- 
ting for fifteen years on the same stool in 
the same place, slaring at the wall. 
The 


falher is an industrious, hard working man, 
whene\ er he can get woi k, earns forty cents 
a day cutting wood, and has a family of 
six. There is a little girl of ten or twelve, 
llie one first, alluded to, pietly and bright, 
but, sad to say, is retrograding as her sister 
did in her suidies, and evincing by her 
twitching, symptoms of the same neivous 
affection, 
which will eventually dcblroy j 


mind anil body. My appeal is not alone to 
the society; its mission will end in two 
months ; but If it unearths crime, unveils 
misery, which it tries hard to alleviate, will 
it not have accomplished some good? There 
may be, and doubtless are impostors, but 
for that reason, must the aged, tbe help- 
less, the sorely-afflicted go unaided ar.d 
comfortless'!

EDITOH (JAZETTis:—The l!rst general 


meeting of the Bristol Temperance 
Union 


was held in Washington Hall, on Fiklay 
evening, the 23d instant. It was laigely 
attended, and the audience was composed 
chiefly of our thoughtful, intelligent citi- 
zens, men and women who arc sincere ad- 
herents of the temperance principle, and 
who know its value as an essential element 
iu promoting individual worth, social hap- 
piness, tlio excellent qualities of life, and 
the thrift, good older and well being of the 
community. 


The meeting was called to order by Sam- 


uel Swain, President of the society, who, 
after the reading of the Constitution by tho 
Secretory, made a brief speech that glowed 
with 
noble 
sentiment, and 
urged 
the 


hearers to tliu poiforuiance of active work 
in behalf of temperance. It was a vigoious, 
fotclblc, fervid appeal. 


This was followed by remarks from Mr. 


Kricbbaum, who, as chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, was called upon to state 
what the new society had thus far accom- 
plished. 
But it is not yet far enough 


removed from the peiiod of its infancy and 
weakness to exhibit much of a record In 
that direction. 


J. K. Wildmaa seemed to think that 


proper measures should be taken to increase 
tho membership of the association, and to 
add to the funds of its treasury, and made 
a modest appeal with these conjoined ob- 
jects in view. It must bo manliest to the 
least profound understanding, that a society 
cannot make much show or piogress with- 
out membership, 01 cairy on its especial 
woik without means. 
Every fiieud of tem- 


perance iu our Borough should promptly 
send his name (which also means her name) 
to Miss Ellen Warner, tbe Treasurer. The 
amount of money contributed must be de- 
termined by the inclination of the contrib- 
utor, wlio will find iho reward of merit and 
lionoi to be more conspicuous on the side 
of liberality, than on that of too prudent a 
moderation. 
Every dollar given for the 


suppression of intemperance, goes to the 
root of poverty andwaut, and diminishes the 
necessity of relief. For continuation, of this 
assertion, though logically conclusive, tlie 
reader is referred to the Relief Society. 


Next in order was tnu pieasant music. 


Four young gentlemen, with amiable mien 
and earnest intent, stepped lightly forward 
to the platfoim,and favored the expectant 
audience with a song. They gave delight 
both the first and second time of their ap- 
peal ing. 


Kev. Dr. Wayland was introduced as the 


speaker of the evening, 
llisaddiess dealt 


largely in facts and figures relating to the 
retail liquor business in the city of Phila- 
delphia. They were impressive, as start- 
ling in their magnitude, as effective iu de- 
picting the extent of the evil, the gigantic 
evil of intemperance, as though the addiess 
had been delivered to an audience iu the 
city. 
Wh.it h trim in lelation to tlio bale- 


ful nurdnrss in one place, is likewise true 
in another, though In a Jiileient measure. 


After making somo intioductoiy remarks 


Di. \Viij Ijncl proceeded to speak of the 
i^roiit u unltcr nt" licensed ami unlicensed 


impossible, to become acquainted with ex- 
isting laws, and see to their enforcement. 


After Dr. Wayland hud taken his seat 


Dr. Knox rose and made a brief speech, in 
which he coiuraeiided the address that 
had been made for tho good sense that 
characterized it, and for its practical deal- 
ing with the subject. 
He thought it vise. 


to act ou the piinciple of securing half a 
loaf rather than to get no loaf at all. He 
believed it to be the part of wisdom to get 
what we can, and not to be intent upon 
having that which lies beyond our reach. 
That involves a waste of effort and strength, 
lie luferved to the figures that had been 
presented by Dr. Waylaud, which were 
positively overwhelming. IIo emphasise! 
the startling fact that fifteen millions of 
dollars are spent every year in the cily of 
Philadelphia in its licensed dram-shops'. 
lie felt it to be appalling. Iu that single 
but astounding fact he discerned a potent 
argument that ought to move us,and incite 
us to exert ourselves to do something to- 
wards abating the gicat evil of intemper- 
ance. 


Mr. Krichbaum added a few remarks; 


show! 112 the great excess of money that is 
spent for liquor over the combined sum that 
goes to tlie support of our schools and 
churches, lie urged the need of active ef- 
fort in the direction of aiming to supp:css 
intemperance, and hoped the citizens of 
Bristol, as one of the things they would 
have an opportunity of doin<*, would freely 
append their signatures to remonstrances 
that would be, circulated against ihe grant- 
ing of licences for the sale of liquor iu our 
Borough. 


The meeting then adjourned.

costs, the criminal debts, panpuiism, idle- 
ness, tliefl. 
Think, too, of the deaths that 


cannot be utimbcicd, deaths Ihat come from 
this (urnful slajtr. 
Think, likewise, whal 


an injury to the community this vast ex- 
penditure for liquor represents in a msral 
aspect, assuming diversities of form and ex- 
tent of ravages that no arithmetical process 
.•.in compass. Its blighting tracks, starling 
out from thousands of ceulies, and multi- 
plying into tens of thousands of ramifica- 
tions, may be iccognized wherever the eye 
tin us. 
We trace ijs responsibility to the 


petty sin, and we follow it on to the groat 
clime of murder. 
There is no iniquity in 


all the catalogue of evil-doing that may 
not claim alliance with this great foun- 
tain of coiruptiou. 


During the course of his remarks the 


speaker referred to piohibition, which ex- 
perience taught him did not always prohibit, 
of the Local Option law, which he com- 
mended as a just and excellent measure, 
and of the use of light wines, which he 
thought weie more likely to create a thirst 
lor strong stimulants, than to allay the 
Jinst for strong liquois.

The amount 
of temptation will bo lessened, and the com- 
munity will become better prepared for 
closing the other half in time, lie recom- 
mended tnat vigilance which would see to 
fie enforcement of existing laws, saying 
,hat it is good to have tho wings of the 
black angel clipped, even if we cannot cut 
hem off. lie spoke of tbo benefits arising 
"rom such Rood institutions as temperance 
Coffee Houses, Holly Iree Inns, and so 
forlli, and regarded Libraries and Heading 
Rooms as great blessings, as safeguards for 
the young. lie considered a reading room 
in a church betler than a tall spire above it, 
even if it be crowned with a mortgage. 
There is a great deal in satisfying those 
wants and those desires that people have, 
and in keeping them away from the saloons. 
The home should be made pleasant and 
clean and comfortable. The practice of so- 
cial wine diiukiug he condemned in all its 
forms, and quoted that passage, from Hs- 
bakkuk which says, "Wo unto him that 
giTfltb Iris neighbor drink." The speaker 
made other remarks ofa'Cttlng and sensible 
character, and encouraged those who are 
striving to lessen the ravages of intemper- 
ance to persevere in their work, to do what
